FAVOR TEN ROCK ROADS 


And the Issue o f 1 2 5 0,000 iu Bo uJs 
to Ex tend Ov er a Perio d o f 
T w en ty Y ears. 


The good roads committee ap­ 
pointed at a late meeting of the 
Fettis Coun ty Township Improve­ 


ment league made their report last 


Saturday afternoon to Col. Van B. 
Wisker, president of the league. 
The report being lengthy, the 
principal features are here given : 
The committee consisted of Messrs. 
M cN ulty, 
Bowman and Turner, 
who during several days prior to 
making their report interviewed a 
large number of country people on 
road matters. 
They state that all were in favor 
of speedy 
steps 
being taken 
to 
bring about the early construction 
of good rock or rock and gravel 
roads throughout the county, and 
favor at least ten such roads lead­ 
ing out of Sedalia to the county 
line and to the smaller towns of the 
county. 
W ith two exceptions every tax­ 
payer interviewed favored a bond 
issue and to the amount of $2^0,• 
000. 
The committee stated that 
this amount could be readily paid 
off in twenty years, according to 
present assessment of the county, 
which amounts to $i i ,ooo,cx>o, by 
a road tax of only $1.23 on every 
eighty acres of land, assuming the 
average assessed value to be $15 
per acre. 
They suggest that the press o f
